The “tops” arrived: in Bri- 
tish Guiana as dry as hay and, to 
all appearances, good only for cattle 
food. 

The company sent for a second 
shipment to Hawall. 

This time the answer came, back:

Then the company applied to the 
French island of Martinique. Again 
the answer was “No.” 

‘Meanwhile, somewhat despalring-
